on the west coast of England at a. price 
of twelve shillings below the local 
price. Other forms of iron and steel 
exported extensively are hardware, 
fnechanical tools and various forms of 
machinery. Wages in American mills 
*ve more than double the wages paid 
in English milla for similar -work. It 
is claimed that the higher cost of labor 
in the United States has given to em- 
ployers a greater incentive to intro- 
duce labor saving machinery and that 
the labor cost per ton in American 
mills is bo low, as compared with the 
cost in England, by reason, of the 
larger output per day, that the cost 
per ton is actually below what it is at 
the most favored mills in Great Britain 
and almost as low as io-Germany.

CMinc For th« Baby. 


The daily rule for sleeping and eating 


for the average child is that it should, 
When 1 month old, be fed ovary * houra 
from 5 a. ni. to 11 p. m., sleeping from 
that time until 5a, m. again. At8 months 
it should be fed every 2 & hours from B a. 
m. to 10 p. m., sleeping from 10 p. m, to 
0 a. m. At 0 months it should be fed ev- 
ery 8 hours from 0 a. m. tq 9 p. m., sleep- 
ing from 0 p, m. to 3 a. m. At 1 year of 
age a child should be fed at 7, 10, 2, 6 and 
9 o'clock. The flrnt and last meals should 
be given to tho child in bed, from the bot- 
tle, while the other three meals should be 
fed from bowl and spoon,' in order to be- 
gin the weaning process. 


During the fast of the night there should 


be always ready by tha bedside a thorough- 
ly clean nursing bottle filled with water 
that has been boiled. If the baby is wake- 
ful, fretful or hungry, allow Mm to mtree 
from this. A few swallows will suffice to 
calm Klro. The ordinary boat of the cham- 
ber will render the water warm enough 
for a child in health. If the infant Is deli- 
cate or ill, tho drinking water must bo 
wanned to 08 degrees F. in a cup of wa- 
ter placed over an alcohol lamp on the 
table. Sometimes when a baby is breast 
f"d It will not drink oven water from, a 
nursing bottle, in which case It la necessa- 
ry to moisten its mouth as often aetic erics 
with a fine soft white cloth saturated with 
water. 
An older child should bo fed with 


water from a apoon. Water the child must 
have and in abundance during tho trou- 
blesome nights vrhen fche habit of sleep is 
not yet established and the desire for night 
meals is not thorouphly overcome. 


Besides this most important sleep at 


night, regular day naps must be establish- 
ed us Booii as possible. A newborn babe 
should and usually does sleep itaost of the 
time, but if it is of a nervous tenipernmont; 
thcro Is danger as it grows older th.-vt it 
will full into the habit of catching short 
naps at odd moments and of indulging in 
no profound, lasting rest during the whole 
day. 
By tho time a child is S mouths old 


it should have formed the habit of sleep- j 
ing about 8 hours at night and of napping 
at least 3 to SJiJ hours twice during the 
day. 
The intervals after the 10 a. m. and 


S p. m. feedings are the most favorable 
timen for rest.—Harper's Bazar.

The carver of the great speed and fig- 


ure akatev George D. Phillips ia one 
ef the moat remarkable in sporting an- 
nals, 


Born in New York Sept. 9, 1356, 


•tanding 5 feet 5 inches in height and 
weighing 185 pounds, he stands* out 
prominently aa an example of the 1 ae- 
flt* of systematic athletics, audl al- 
though his first contest was a one mild 
•katiiis race, which he won from a Held 
of 82 competitors, iu 1867, he again 
loomed up as a competitor for the figure 
•kating championship for 1897, vrhieh 
he won over eight competitors, includ- 
ing representatives from Canada and 
Boston, thus completing an. even 80 
years of competition a champion, a feat 
probably never before duplicated. 


During the ten years following his 


first race Mr Phillips won nearly every 
skating race m this vicinity, and in 
1877, at the first regular amateur cham- 
piotaship meeting, won the 10 and 25 
mile races from large fields. 


He continued as a speed skater until 


1885, when he won iu one day the 6, 10 
and 25 mile championships, thereupon 
retinng. In 1887, however, he won tho 
"two twenty-'' championship, thus com- 
pleting 90 years of competition as cham- 
pion This made his t\\ elf th champion- 
ship between 1877 and 1687, during 
which time he established nearly all 
tho world's records from 100 yards to 
£6 miles. 


In 1886 he took up fi^un* skating and 


finished second to Louis Bubenstom, the 
Canadian champion, iu that and exery 
year thereafter until 1891, when, aftoi 
a contest lasting six hours th«y each 
scored 71 points Durmg the preceding 
years they were from t*,vo to four points 
apart and far in advance of all othei 
competitors He was returned a winner 
in the figure skating championship in 
1892, 
1803 and 1805, uo competition 


having been held in 1804 aud Evaua 
winning in 1 89G. — New York Telegram.

In his annual report, President Eliot 


of Harvard roundly criticises the con- 
duct of intercollegiate sports. His refer- 
ence to athletics was brief but pointed. 
It was as follows: 


"The conduct of intercollegiate eportB 


during tho year proved afresh that the 
management of those sports at Harvard 
has been for pome years unintelligent, 
and for that reason unsuccessful. The 
evils of overtraining and excessive ex 
ertlon on the part of the members ol 
the principal teams •wow exhibited in 
high degree. A fundamental defect in 
the athletic organization has been thai 
coaches of limited, experience, who may 
b9 either unobservant or obtuse, can 
override on tho spot the ad\ice of the 
trainer and physician. 


"The result IB that the principal play- 


era of football are almost all mote 01 
less injured early in the season and are 
then brought to the principal games in 
a crippled or exhausted condition, whilo 
the crew come to the final race less capa- 
ble of endurance than they wore a 
month earlier. The remedies are the 
subordination of couches to an expert in 
training or to a^ medical adviser, and 
the general adoption of more reasonable 
views aboat all training for athletid 
•ports.'* — NevrYork Herald.

TEXT "PEACE I LEAVE WITH YOU" 


Union Service Very Largely Attended. 


Must Regret Evidenced at the Pas- 


tor's Departure. Gratitude 


for All Kindnesses.

So, seeing the needs of men, he went 


straight to his task of comforting his own. 


I will not leave you comfortless." "The 


Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost* v '- 
will guide you." No wonder sorrow filled 
the hearts of the followers of Jesus 
Love, sympathy, unselfish devotion, sacri 
tice wins the hearts of naou. 


Peace, a ftuldcu Word. 


Jesus Christ by the Holy Ghost is shep- 


herd of the soul. Tho shepherd seeks to 
have bis flock quiet, calm, contented, safe 
rom the ravening wolves. 
Peace is a 


golden word. It is essential to the 
strength of mind; to the happiness of 
home; to the prosperity of the commu- 
nity; to the health of the church. ''Come 
unto me all ye that labor and are heavy 
ladeo, and I will give you rest," was tbe 
Master's great utteiance. 


The apostle, seeking to encourage the 


Philtjipians, wrote "the Gods of peace 
shall be with you." This was upon con* 
dition that they complied with the con- 
ditions. Again, "the peace of God which, 
paaseth all understanding shall keep your 
hearts and minds through Jesus Christ." 


Isaih, feeling the assurance of faith 


cried, "thou wilt keep him in perfect 
peace, whose mind is staid in tbee because 
he trusteth in tbee." "Not as the world 
givetb, give I unto you. Let not your 
heart be troubled,neither let it be afraid." 
'•Aly peace I give unto you." 


Not Depeiideut on CirruuiMtanceft. 
A peace dependent, not upon external 


circumstances, but rather,upon character. 
The peace of Christ in the peace of love. 
truth, righteousness. Hearts that art- 
honest, pure, just, free from hypocrisy 
are peaceful. "The peace of Christ is the 
peace of a mind at leisure from itself.'" 
This entire discourse of our Lord's was 
intended to direct tbe living of the hear- 
ers. It is not a stimulant, it is vitalizing. 


Come unto me." "Take my yoke.'' 
:Learnofme." "Ye shall find rest." 
There is something to be done by the 


child oi God. Conditions of peace are hu- 
mility, trust, self-assertion—"take rn> 
yoke"—application aad reception, "Lean 
of me." Planted firmly upon the rock ot 
truth a life is peaceful.

Aa 
local lessons by contrast, the speaker in- 
stanced many opportunities of education, 
culture and advancement that are illylap- 
preciated and neglected by the masses of 
young people, men and women, who are 
really in great need of them. 


Opportunities Unappreciated. 


Aa ouch wasted opportunities he I&|- 


atanced the meager attendance, outside 
of compulsion upon our free public day 
and evening schools; the small patronage 
of the public library- and reading room as 
compared with the population of this 
community needing its larger benefits; 
the paltry attendance upon the university 
extension courses of the Tuesday evening 
institute, as compared with the large 
number in this city who need to take ad- 
vantage of that most excellent opportu- 
nity; the small attendance upon instruc- 
tive and elevating lectures-ami entertain- 
ments, so much so that it is financially 
perilous for any organization to bring 
such lectures or entertainments here at 
any considerable sum of expense. 


Here are hundreds of people in thiacity, 


not having the advantages of even a high 
school education, who ought to be eager 
to avail themselves of these comparatively 
inexpensive and helpful opportunities. 
It does not extenuate the case any to say 
that these opportunities are beyond their 
reach of time or money, because the lesh 
helpful and equally expensive classes ot 
amusements and diversions are well at- 
tended and even crowded by young men 
and women who are in need of something 
better.
